REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art (Weber, 
5,513,418) fails to disclose a means for mounting the agitator cavity fitting 50 to the nozzle 
assembly 10. Weber discloses the agitator cavity fitting to be integral with the nozzle assembly. 
The specification of the instant application discloses the 'means for mounting' including T- 
shaped connectors 60 and mounting lugs 58. It is believed that to make the integral fitting of 
Weber separable is well within the skill of one of ordinary skill in the art. HOWEVER, it is 
believed to further include a 'means for mounting', as disclosed in the instant application, on the 
fitting of Weber would NOT be obvious.
